Colonel Frye, a resident of 
Arcadia, is a graduate from 
West Point. He assumed the 
duties of Los Angeles district 
engineer in 1953. Colonel Frye 
' served with engineer troops in 
World War II and was com¬ 
manding officer of his regiment 
serving in Africa, Italy, France 
and Germany. He returned to 
the United States in 1946 to 
serve as area engineer at Chi¬ 
cago. He was area manager in 
Chicago for the Atomic Energy 
Commission and participated in 
the first Eniwetak atomic 
bomb tests.

Water Dept. Bonds—Why? 


How many of you have thought for a moment just what is 
behind the sparkling, pure water that flows into your glass 
when you open the tap. Those new to our community think 
in terms of multi-million-dollar municipal systems, dams, miles 
of aqueducts, huge reservoirs, filtering systems—all taken for 
granted as the air we breathe. 

Sierra Madre, however, inde¬ 
pendent and self-reliant, can 
pridefully point to its own crys¬ 
tal pure supply of water, and 
each metered user owns a part 
of this municipal enterprise, 
with a product unsurpassed in 
the Southwest. 

Our city voted its last water 
bond issue in 1928 in amount of 
$130,000 and the total amount 
of water bonds now outstand¬ 
ing is only $84,000, some of 
which date back to the issue of 
1920, whereas the system’s pres¬ 
ent appraised value is $1,115,- 
256. 

Sierra Madre’s population, 
when the 1928 bonds were vot¬ 
ed, was approximately 3500. 

Today we number over 8100. 

Successive councils have wrest¬ 
led with the problem of ex¬ 
panding the department to 
match growth, out of operating 
revenues, however the Immedi-

Editor, Sierra Madre NEWS, 
Dear Madam: 

Referring to Mr. Eaton’s pe¬ 
culiar logic, let me first say 
that Mr. Shippey answered it 
well enough in his column in 
the same issue. 

A. Hitler despised the average 
man, as all egocentrics do, and 
used him only as a front. He 
set himself up as a political 
expert {while the average man 
MUST exist, as all values, even 
human, have an average, a po¬ 
litical expert cannot exist in a 
democracy because “we are 
governed by the consent of the 
governed.”) He propagandized 
the people or, as Mr. Eaton put 
it, he brought information to 
the despised average man upon 
which to base their votes, then, 
as a next step, he disqualified 
the voter. 

In a democracy our better 
representatives are those who 
believe in us and in the aver¬ 
age human values. They do not 
measure their worth to the 
U.S.A. in dollars as dollars can 
attract the gamblers as well as 
the professional expert. They 
are at the Capital when Con¬ 
gress is in session and on the 
floor for voting and speaking 
and, if they need experts to 
help them, they appropriate 
money for them. But as for 
them, they never lost sight of 
the fact that they are one of 
us, by our consent.

owner but every passer-by re¬ 
flects credit on the whole city 
and is an outward and visible 
proof of good citizenship. This 
is pure altruism on my part. 
I could never win such an 
award. But I could honor those 
who did. 


Pity the poor radio stations! 
When you observe how many 
programs are unsponsored 
now you realize they must be 
finding it hard to pay ail the 
expenses of their worldwide 
news coverage, which is a real 
public service. If, on top of 
that, they have to grant free 
time to every politician some 
other politician attacks they 
won’t have any time left in 
which to, earn a living. To 
give such free time, they have 
to cancel hundreds of pro¬ 
grams, local or national, for 
which sponsors would have 
paid . . - This could become a 
national problem. 

Most of the news the news¬ 
casters give us is digested 
from the wire services news 
set up by the newspapers, for 
which the radio stations pay 
as the newspapers do. But the 
networks also have their own 
correspondents in all the prin¬ 
cipal centers of world news. 
Having been a foreign corre¬ 
spondent myself, I have some 
idea what it costs to maintain 
those boys. . . . Though we 
have to read the newspapers 
to get anything like full cov¬ 
erage, millions of us would 
not be as well informed as

Orchid Hobbyists to

More Than 50,000 Post Cards 
Make Up ‘Small’ Collection 


A. Scheuner, 286 W. Highland, 
has a tendency to pooh-pooh 
the collection of between 50 and 
60 thousand picture post cards 
which he has acquired since he 
was a boy in 1890. 

"Why. Francis Conard, for¬ 
merly of Sierra Madre, had 
more than a MILLION post 
cards," he says reverently, “and 
Was know'n as “The Post Card 
King.” He had special display 
rooms for them in his home 
• here and I remember coming 
out to visit him and to admire 
his collection long before I 
came to live in Sierra Madre. 
Westward With Post Cords 
Mr. Scheuner was bom in 
Switzerland which accounts for 
the fact that two Swiss picture 
post cards are among his fa¬ 
vorites as well as the oldest 
he has, dating back to 1881. 
He lived a while in Ohio be¬ 
fore coming to Los Angeles in 
1900—just about the time pic¬ 
ture post cards were finding 
favor in the West. He has made 
Sierra Madre his home for the 


past six years although he 
owned property here long be¬ 
fore. 

His post cards are mounted 
in albums or filed according 
to category—no display rooms 
for h i m. Classifications are; 
foreign, costumes, castles, Tuck 
“oilettes" from England, light- 
hou.ses. New England, covered 
bridges and so forth. His fa¬ 
vorites are costumes, castles 
and American Indians. He sold 
his castle collection for a token 
price to the International Castle 
Institute. 

Balloon View 

He wouldn’t regard his collec¬ 
tion complete without post 
cards of early Sierra Madre— 
but they’re mightly scarce, he 
says. One he has is an aerial 
view (ascension balloon?) of 
the town of about 50 years ago. 
showing the Nazarene church 
and other scattered buildings 
against the smog-free mountain 
background. 

Rarest in his collection? 
Well, the first picture post cards 


printed by the U.S. govern¬ 
ment were for the Columbian 
Exposition in 1893 and are 
pretty scarce nowadays, he al¬ 
lows. But he has some. 

Mr. Scheuner has a stamp 
collection hat has been part of 
his life as long as the picture 
post cards. 

Pen Friends World Over 

Riding a hobby horse as en¬ 
thusiastically as Dr. Scheuner 
does involves a brisk corre¬ 
spondence. He exchanges let¬ 
ters—and post cards and 
stamps—with pen friends in 
New Zealand, Australia, Tur¬ 
key, Blgium, Switzerland and 
other countries. And he’s a 
member in good standing of the 
Southern California Post Card 
club. 

For many years he was em¬ 
ployed by Fowler Brothers 
Book Store in Los Angeles. And 
now, so time won’t hang heav¬ 
ily on his hands, he has as¬ 
signed to himself the care of 
his gardens and fruit trees.

Our concern for PRAYER 
should intensify our willingness 
to spend and be spent. Share— 
pray—spend. Is that asking too 
much of us who owe so much 
to Him—to Jesus Christ? Our 
Gospel account which we read 
this morning reminds us that 
He came not to be ministered 
unto, but to minister—to give 
His life as ransom for many. A 
ransom—a price—for deliver¬ 
ance. 

"I gave my life for Thee, my 
precious blood I shed— 

That Thou might ransomed 
be and quickened from 
the dead.” 

So goes an old and favorite 
hymn. But do you recall the 
last line of that hymn—any of 
you? It is a question—“What 
hast THOU given for me?” 

George Small wrote a brief 
monograph: 

“I read in a book that a man 
called Christ 
Went about doing good— 

It Is very disconcerting to 
me that I am so easily 
satisfied 

With just going about.” 
What have I given for him? 
Look deeply into that question, 
and then meditate upon the 
great portions of Scripture 
which will remind you of God’s 
great gift. Perhaps then we 
shall be better able to discern 
what we must do if we are to 
deepen our awareness of spir¬ 
itual things—we if we ever are 
to approach that “place of quiet 
rest—near to the heart of God.” 

But the rewards are great, 
for the resources which may 
be ours are tremendous. Ours Is 
the pilgrimage; ours must be 
the effort. Approach then this 
Lenten season with an earnest 
resolve to conscientiously ap¬ 
ply yourselves to the joyous 
task of seeking the Savior, of 
coming to grips with a faith 
that can move mountains, and 
that can respond unerringly 
and without restraint as you 
fathom its depths. 

First, add Chri.st, and then 
you will find that you want to 
share your faith and your sub¬ 
stance more fully; you will 
want to pray more consistently 
and more meaningfully; you 
will gladly spend and be spent 
—that your God—through Jesus 
Christ—might be glorified. 

Then will Lent have real 
meaning for each and every 
one of you!

In days such as ours we can¬ 
not afford to meet the shock of 
life with mere emotion. To 
keep free from the clutching of 
circumstances we need the in¬ 
ner force of a Divine Presence.

Artists' Window Exhibits 
Feature Wistaria Festival

An old Sierra Madre custom, 
in modified form, is revived 
this year. Through the efforts 
of the new Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, paintings and sculpture 
of nearly 20 local artists can 
now be seen by passersby, in 
the sidewalk windows of local 
business houses all around 
Kersting Court and beyond. 

Don Jackson, native son of 
Sierra Madre and president of 
the Chamber of Commerce, 
stated that the purpose of this 
exhibit is to bring back the 
Wistaria Festival as it was in 
the past, to include hearty rec¬ 
ognition of and tribute to the 
town’s artists and their work. 

“We want,” he said, “to make 
it a ‘hand and heart’ festival— 
a yearly event that will make 
our townspeople and others bet¬ 
ter aeqainted the year ’round 
with our artists and their 
work.” 

We may add that walking 
down the street this week and 
next may be something more 
Interesting than the usual rou¬ 
tine of merely getting from one 
place to the next. 

Some of the pictures and their 
current merchant-hosts are in¬ 
dicated below. 

Margaret Ascher has a largo 
oil painting of a weather- 
bleached cedar tree on the edge 
of a precipice against the biue 
distance of high mountains and 
valleys, on exhibit in the shop 
of Richard Victor. Another oil 
of hers, a black and gold rock 
pyramid near Agathlan, Ariz., 
is in the window of Garland’s 
Dry Goods. 

Albin Carlson's oil still-life of 
old hat, shoe s, lantern, and 
blue-blue overalls on a work 
table can be seen at Arnold’s 
Hardware, and in the window 
of the NEWS is his still-life of 
two blue bottles and a gray 
bowl with ivy.

datura in blue vase at Skeel’s. 

Alfred James Dewey has a 
large oil, “Old Tool Sharpener,” 
in rich browns on exhibit at 
the Sierra Madre Hardware, and 
a pastoral scene of a winding 
road between trees near the 
mountains in springtime,s hown 
in Skeel’s window. 

Of especial interest to histori¬ 
ans and antiquarians is his 
painting of the Wistaria Vine, 
made in 1924, when it already 
covered and nearly concealed 
the old Fennel residence, where 
the pergola now stands. This 
painting may be seen in the 
Virginia Saylos window. In the 
bank’s window is li i s desert 
landscape of golden buttes 
against a sunset sky. All the 
paintings on the bank’s inside 
walls also are by Mr. Dewey. 

A pastel portrait by Graziella 
Jacoby of Pasadena of Mrs. Ida 
Lawless, who did so much to 
develop the Wistaria fetes and 
the vine itself for more than 
20 years, is to be seen in Reece’s 
window. 

“The Old, Sea Wall” and “'Phe 
West Indian Settlement” in 
vivid tints of pastel, by Blanche 
Lupfer, portray native architec¬ 
ture in Panama, and a street 
corner scene in the Caribbean 
region, respectively, are shown 
at McKibben’s Furniture. 

Lydia Maricq has, in the win¬ 
dow of Perrys’ Stationery and 
Gifts, an oil painting of pink 
roses in a gray porcelain vase. 

In Rasmussen’s window is 
Lucy Marquardt's oil painting 
of pink, yellow, and red tulips 
in an irridescent blue vase, and 
at Reece’s her oriental bridge 
with blossoming vines. 

The W'ork of Beatrice Ward 
Mclvor is represented by an oil 
in Garland’s window of jaea-

The young 
woman, the leader, was scream¬ 
ing, “Freedom for my coun¬ 
tree,” unfurling a Puerto Rican 
flag. The smallest culprit was 
on the floor holding tightly to 
his pistol, clutched under him. 
He had to be almost choked 
before we could get it away 
from him. It might easily have 
contained more cartridges. 

Wounded and Bloody 
Returning to the floor of the 
House, we found Representative 
Ben Jonsen (R., Iowa) on the 
floor of the cloakroom, wound¬ 
ed and bloody with a bullet in 
his back.

EARLY FLOWERING SHRUBS 

Spring flowering shrubs arc 
among the loveliest of garden 
subjects and will supply almost 
every special kind of accent you 
may desire. 

Do you like sunshine in your 
garden? B’orsythia (Golden 
Bolls) will effect sunshine for 
you in earliest spring, even on 
dreary days. Plant it in front of 
.sober evergreens—in sun or 
partial shade—and be sure to 
let the masses of graceful yel¬ 
low sprays fall where they will. 
Forsythia can be planted in 
spring or fall—is of easy cul¬ 
ture, and not particular as to 
soil. 

Do you want a small speci¬ 
men tree? Dogwood in white 
or pink is lovely in every sea¬ 
son. In April it is covered with 
exquisite blooms similar to 
large single ro.ses. In summer 
the flat panicles of leaves make 
a light lacy pattern of shade, 
and in fall take on every tint, 
from palest watermelon pink to 
cherry red. In winter, few trees 
make as graceful a pattern 
against the sky. 

Dogwood Lovely 

Do you love white flowers? 
Then remember Duetzia, a 
lovely shrub which blooms 
ideally with lilacs. What could 
be more delightful than purple 
lilacs with a mound of snowy 
Deutzia at their base? There 
are low and tall growing kinds, 
each bearing long, slender 
■sprays of blos.soms. If you like 
pink, you may choo.se the taller 
and later Pride of Rochester,' 
which grows quite upright to 
about eight feet. These blend 
well with lilacs, too. 

Featuring Fragrance 

Your nurseryman may sug- 
ge.st Beauty Bush for a pale 
pink accent. The clusters of 
bell-shaped flowers are borne 
on gracefully arching stems 
and .smell delicately sweet. No 
shrub is more aptly named. 

Do you want fragrance? Con¬ 
sider the Daphnes. The ever¬ 
green D. Marginata blooms 
from February on in Northwest 
California, filiing your garden 
with pinkish-lilac flowers and 
a most delicious .scent for 
weeks on end. This shrub likes 
sun and well-drained, reason¬ 
ably fertile soil. Provide a 
mulch of peat and bo sparing 
of water in summer ishelter it 
a little from cold winter winds. 

Probably everybody is famil¬ 
iar with Azaleas . . . evergreen 
and dfKtiduous . . . and the love¬ 
ly Rhodo^londrons. But there 
are new varieties every season 
and the.so should not be forgot¬ 
ten. 

Adaptable Trees 

Then, too, don’t overlook the 
flowering fruit trees—the P’low- 
ering Almond, the Early Flow¬ 
ering Quince and Flowering 
Crab, Cherry and Peach. These 
tree.s, suited to garden, patio 
and street planting, are too 
lovely to be neglected. 

There is also the Carpenteria, 
an evergreen California native, 
sometimes called California 
Mock-Orange. In late May or 
early June, this rounded shrub 
is covered with delightfully 
fragrant white flowers like 
single roses. It asks only sun 
and well-drained soil.
